JAMES’S SURRBNDER, 


The Nation’s Outlaw’s Dramatic Capitualation—He 
Wants te Live an Honest Life. 

Kansas City, October 6.—Frank James sur- 
rendered to Governor Crittemden at Jefferson 
City at 5 o’clock this evening, and will be 
brought here to-morrow morning and deliver- 
ed to the Jackson county authorities. Gov- 
ernor Crittenden telegraphs that officers will 
leave to-night with the prisoner. Officials 
here express some surprise at James’s action, 
as no overtures had been made on their part 
toward a surrender. They think Frank had 
become discouraged, having in various ways 
lost all of his confederates, and con- 
cluded it useless to attempt longer 
to live in outlawry, preferring to trust to the 
leniency of the law in voluntarily giving him- 
self up. The Anzeiger has aspecial from 
Jefferson City whichsays: When Frank James 
surrendered to the governor he handed him 
his pistols, and stated that he (the governor) 
was the only man except himself who had 
touched them for twenty years. Frank was 
atthe McCarthy house this evening, and 
many prominent citizens were there seeking 
the houor of shaking hands with him. 

HIS PLEA FOR PARDON, 

The Times’ JeffefSon City special has a let- 
ter from Frank James, addressed to Governor 
Crittenden, dated St. Louis, October 1, and 
the latter’s reply. The letter from James is a 
proffer to surrender. Ite isa lengthy docu- 
ment. He says that he is prompted to this 
act through cQhsiderations for his wife and 
children, and g@desire to retrieve his name 
from the shadow which has been cast upon 
it, and through it upon the good name of 
western Missouri. He makes a plea he is not 
so bad as he has been painted. The outlaw 
has the thought and impulses of a man, and 
desires to return to the house of his parents 
and there, with his .family, to pass his 
days in peace, and thus gain 
men. He thinks it

THE STORY OF THE SURRENDER,

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., October 6.— Frank 
James arrived here this afterron in charge 
of the Governor's private secretary and Major 
John Edwards, of Sedalia. In an Interview 
he declared that from April, 1877, until April, 
1881, he lived quietly with his wife upon 
a rented farm in Tennessee, near 
Nashville.
